“A Way To Escape” 


Because we see no way out of our 
trouble, we are tempted to think there 
is none. That is not so, for God has 
more ways than one to deliver us. 
Thirty-three years ago Hamilton Smith 
dug a collection of nuggets out of the 
gold mine of the writings of William 
Gurnall, who lived in 1655. Among them 
is this: “Peter knocked at the gate [of 
those] who were assembled to seek God 
for him, almost as soon as their prayer 
knocked at Heaven’s gate in his behalf. 
There is ever a door more than a Chris- 


tian sees in his prison, by which Christ 
can with a turn of His hand open a way 
for His saint’s escape. ... Be not trou- 


ebled if thou art cast overboard, like 


Jonah, before thou seest the provision 
which God makes for thy safety: it is 
ever at hand, but sometimes out of sight, 
like Jonah’s whale, sent of God to ferry 
him ashore under water . .. before he 
knew where he was. That which thou 
thinkest is come to devour, thee, may 
be the messenger that God sent to bring 
thee safe to land.” The disciples feared 
the storm on the lake, but Christ came 
to them walking on the high waves, “and 
immediately the ship was at the land 
whither they went.” “There hath no 
temptation taken you but such as is 
common to man: but God is faithful, 
who will not suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able; but will with 
the temptation also make a way to es- 
cape, that ye may be able to bear it” 
(1 Cor. 10:13). 
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Better Than Gold 


Our most valuable visible posses- 
sion is the Bible. Therefore we should 
welcome anything that helps us to know 
it better, remember it more accurately, 
understand it more fully, and apply it 
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more completely to our own lives. God 
uses various means to fix it in our hearts. 
We may receive new blessing from a 
well-known passage through a sermon or 
Bible exposition. In our private devo- 
tions the Spirit of God may cause a 
verse to stand out from the page in three 
dimensions, as it were, as though we 
were looking at it through a stereoscope. 
As we sing the words of one of the 
grand old hymns, we may suddenly see 
an old truth in a new light. “Sometimes 
a light surprises the Christian while he 
sings,” said Cowper. A real friend may 
apply a word of Scripture to us in a way 
that may hurt at first, and then gradually 
correct a hidden weakness. But the most 
costly and painful, and yet a most efféc- 
tive process by which Scripture gets 
deep into our hearts is when God burns 
it in with the branding iron of trial. 
The flesh smarts and writhes under it, 
but sooner or later the fire subsides, and 
a priceless promise remains stamped 
upon our hearts. It may be the only 
way by which God can teach some of 
us certain lessons. When His skillful 
and tender hand holds the branding iron 
it will sear only useless flesh, and never 
destroy any vital-_part. In time we learn 
to say, “It is good for me that I have 
been afflicted; that I might learn thy 
statutes” (Psa. 119:71).

child, if brought suddenly amid a swarm 
of bees, will often not seek safety in 
flight, but stand and stamp and scream, 
while his little hands fight hopelessly 
with the ever-increasing numbers. If 
he could but be passive, or deal more 
gently and wisely with the enemy, the 
evil would be surely lessened. But 
instead of this, his struggles and blows, 
and cries of terror, only arouse the fury 
of the assailants. So’is it with us in the 
trials which we have to encounter in 
our earthly course. 

Ofttimes we face life’s greater sorrows 
with more calmness and resignation than 
we do its lesser ills. Is it because’ we 
seek the sheltering Arm, the strong up- 
holding Power in the one case, while 
in the other we try to stand alone, fight 
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our own battles, and act by our own 
weak, erring judgment? If it be so, we 
need not wonder that God shows us our 
our powerlessness and infirmity; that 
He allows us to stumble and fall before 
the lesser foe, when He upheld us be- 
fore the greater one. When David de- 
fied the giant Philistine, he did so in 
the remembrance of the time when he 
had overcome the lion and the bear; but 
his confidence lay in this: “The Lord 
that delivered me out of the paw of the 
lion, and out of the paw of the bear, 
he will deliver me out of the hand of 
this Philistine” (1 Sam. 17:37). And 
such should be our confidence, our un- 
swerving faith, as morning by morning 
we go forth to meet the trials and per- 
plexities of the day. That there will be 
trials of some sort we may feel sure. 
The days of absolutely cloudless sun- 
shine are as seldom seen in life as in 
nature. The artist and the poet alike 
would tell us that no landscape would 
be perfect without its shadows. A dead 
calm is the sailor’s dread, as it is some- 
times the precursor of a storm. 


Let us pause, and examine some of 
these lesser trials that lie in our path- 
way, like stones, sharp and hard to tread 
upon, and over which we are so apt 
to stumble, but which have been known 
to form a better pavement for the Chris- 
tian pilgrim than a more soft and mossy 
path would do. 


Here is one over which we had nearly 
tripped—a fretful and complaining 
temper in some with whom we live. 
Our morning prayer and resolutions 
have been that we may bear this, trial 
with sweetness and good humor, but it 
.has well nigh been too much for us. 
Sourness and moroseness have met our 
well-meant efforts to help or please. 
Murmuring and faultfinding, complaints, 
unjust and unreasonable, have assailed 
us. A pettiness which offends, a coarse-

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ness which shocks us, have thrown us 
off our balance. 

There are other trials no less irritat- 
ing: mortifications to our pride and self- 
love; the contemptuous wearing of the 
proud; the cool, patronizing manner of 
the wealthy; the slights and rebuffs of 
the hard and thoughtless. We have 
thought to school ourselves against this 
trial. We try to lecture ourselves into 
indifference. We resolve to shut our 
eyes to all that our reason tells us it 
were better not to see; but the trial is 
still a trial. God has sent it, or at all 
events He has permitted it. But yet, in 
spite of all our professions and all our 
good intentions, we chafe and fret and 
struggle against it. 

Want of sympathy is another of these 
hindrances to our peace and serenity. 
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Our nature is one that craves to give as 
to receive sympathy, and our lot may be 
cast among those who are cold, distant, 
and ungenial. Our cares and anxieties 
disturb guch no more than the light sum- 
mer breeze disturbs the surface of the 
ocean. Our gladness is wholly unshared 
by them; hardly is it perceived or 
noticed. And as they are slow to give 
us their sympathy, so are they indiffer- 
ent to the offer of ours. The causes of 
their sorrow or satisfaction are known 
but to themselves, locked up in their 
own breasts, or reserved for a favored 
few. But we stand outside this cold 
barrier of reserve, and our hearts feel 
chilled and wounded; we are weaving 
a web of sad and bitter thoughts, and 
enfolding ourselves in an atmosphere of

The Difference Between 
Backsliding and Apostasy 


Please define the difference between 
“backsliding,” so called, and apostasy. 
This question came up in one of our 
study groups. Is it possible for a born- 
— one to apostatize? The reason I 

this question is, power , that 
some time ago I wrote Dr. Fosdick 
about his reported unbelief in the 
rominent fundamental truths of the 
ible, and mentioned among. other 
things his reported disbelief in the 
deity of Christ., In the letter contain- 
ing his reply he sent me a tract, an 
old one, which was as clear a statement 
on this truth as one would want to 
see. The question is, Was he, and 
some others who deny these truths at 
resent, at one time believers?—A 
isana reader. 

Backsliding is generally understood to 
be the sin of believers, and often refers 
to a moral lapse of some sort. Apostasy 
is the denial of the fundamental Chris- 
tian doctrines. It is doubtful whether 
anyone who denies the virgin birth, 
atonement through the blood of Christ, 
the deity of Christ, ever was saved. 
When a man denies the Saviour, by that 
very act he shuts himself off from sal- 
vation, though God is very merciful, 
and as long as a man is in this life he 
still has the opportunity to turn to 
Christ. He Himself has said,. “Him 
that cometh to me I will in no wise cast 
out” (John 6:37). We cannot Ow 
men’s hearts, but “the Lord knoweth 
them that are his” (2 Tim. 2:19). But 
when a religious leader like Dr. Fos- 
dick denies all the fundamental doc- 
trines, and persists in that denial as he 
does today, it is hard to understand 
how he could ever have been a true 
Christian. 

There is a remedy for backsliding. 
Every Christian has backslidden at some 
time or other, in thought, word, or deed, 
and doubtless in all three, for “if we 
say that we have no sin, we deceive 
ourselves, and the truth is not in us” (1 


John 1:8); But the Word continues, “If 
we confess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness” (1:9). “If 
any man sin, we have an advocate with 
the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous: 
and he is the propitiation for our sins: 
and not for our’s only, but also for the 
sins of the whole world” (2:1, 2). But 
let not anyone think that these verses 
warrant our treating sin lightly. It 
grieves the Holy Spirit, and if persisted 
in will lead to chastening. It can work 
havoc in our own life and the life of our 
loved ones. 

Apostasy is more serious, for it is the 
denial of truths that would save a man. 
As Dr. Scofield says, it “is the act of 
professed Christians who deliberately 
reject revealed truth. .. . Apostasy dif- 
fers therefore from error coricerning 
truth, which may be the result of igno- 
rance ..., or heresy, which may be 
due to the snare of Satan... , both of 
which may consist with true faith. ... 
Apostates depart from the faith, but not 
from the outward profession of Chris- 
tianity. . .. Apostasy in the church, as in 
Israel, . . . is irremediable, and awaits 
judgment. ....” Apostates are described: 
in such passages as these: “For the time 
will come when they will not endure 
sound doctrine; but after their own lusts 
shall they neap to themselves teachers, 
having itching ears; and they shall turn 
away their ears from the truth, and shall 
be turned unto fables” (2 Tim. 4:3, 4); 
and mere “professors” in Hebrews 6, 
whom it is impossible “to renew . . 
again unto repentance; seeing they cru- 
cify to themselves the Son of God afresh, 
and put him to an open shame” (Heb. 
6:6). One seldom if ever hears of a 
religious teacher who has openly denied 
Christ and His Gospel and deliberately 
taught error, and who has later publicly 
repudiated his teachings.

Finding peace and comfort in a place prepared: forthe worst-criminals ©

FTER traveling two days by train, 

then crossing Lake Titicaca, the 

highest navigable lake in the 
world, we came to Puno, a place on the 
border of the lake. As I was waiting 
for the train to take me to the city of 
Cuzco, suddenly I heard voices calling 
«my name. I walked toward the men 
and said, “I am that person,” as I thought 
it might be a telegram for me. 

As soon as I told them who I was, 
they grabbed me by the arms, repeat- 
ing sarcastic and menacing words, and 
saying, “You will see what will happen 
to you now!” When I inquired the rea- 
son for all this, they replied, “You will 
know when you arrive where we are 
taking you.” They took me to a jail. 

The head officer ordered them to 
search for any papers or anything I 
might have in my pockets. With a 
voice of authority, he said: “Well, you 
are the escaped monk. - You will see 
what happens to monks who escape from 
their monasteries.” 

Then he ordered the officers to push 
me into a kind of hole open in the wall. 
It was a dungeon, a filthy, dark, awful 
place especially prepared for the worst 
type of criminals. There was not even 
room enough to move about—lI had to 
stand up straight. The place had pur- 
posely not been cleaned since criminals 
had been in the cell. The three hours 
that I was left there were three hours 
of terror and physical suffering. 

In the midst of this trial, all the past 
came to my mind—my escape from the 
monastery, the actions of my father and 
relatives, my being persecuted like a 
criminal, and finally being put into that 
dungeon. Trembling and with almost 
fainting voice, I began to make a com- 
plaint: “God, did I do wrong in leaving 
the monastery? My father has denied 
me as a son, my relatives have turned 
against me, and finally I have been 
brought to this awful place. Is it Thy 
will for me to go back to the monas- 
tery?” 


Face to Face With Calvary 


My: words were almost drowned by 
my emotions, and in that room, dark as 
a black: night, something happened. It 
was like somebody turning a red light 
on inside my mind, and very clearly and 
very distinctly I was brought face’ to 
face with Calvary, and the cross with 
the Saviour hanging on it. It would be 
impossible to give the details of what 
happened, but I remember very vividly 
that my soul was overcome. 

Thén the words came from the depth 
of my heart: “Lord! Lord! Forgive 

\ me for complaining! What are my suf- 


“I thank God for that dungeon, 
because it was there I realized, as 
much as a human being can, the 
price that our Saviour had to pay to 
redeem a sinner in bondage.”

ferings, compared with Thy agony at 
Calvary! Forgive me, Lord.” A great 
peace and comfort flooded my whole 
being. There was a difference between 
the experience I had had the morning 
I left the monastery, and this time, when 
I was put in that dungeon. The first 
experience brought me peace, salvation, 
and happiness. But I thank God for 
that dungeon, because it was there I 
realized, as much as a human being can, 
the price that our Saviour had to pay 
to redeem a sinner in bondage. 

When the police opened the dungeon, 
the Bolivian Consul was at the door. 
A lady who saw me when I was taken 
by the police officers was afraid that 
something might happen to my .| life. 
Knowing that I was a Bolivian citizen, 
she was kind enough to go to the Boliv- 
ian Consul and tell him how I had been 
seized and taken to jail for no reason. 

The Consul demanded my liberation, 
but the police authorities wouid not lis- 
ten to him. They presented every ex- 
cuse, and said that they were obeying 
higher orders than the government. So 
at his request, instead of leaving me 
in the dungeon, they moved me to an- 
‘other room, measuring about six-by-ten 
feet, where they were keeping some 
ctiminals. Many of them had been left in 
the room for months without the oppor- 
tunity of changing their clothing. Their 
hair was long, hanging below their 
shoulders, and their beards had grown. 

It was the most repulsive sight that 
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one can imagine, and the smell was most 
awful. I was left there with them for 
three days and three nights’ without 
being able to eat a piece of bread or 
drink water. The first reaction was even 
worse than in. the dungeon. “I cannot 
stay five minutes with these miserable 
creatures,” I thought. 

But God’s grace is sufficient! Instead 
of that natural revulsion, God gave me 
compassion for them, and I began to tell 
them something about Him, teaching 
them Bible .texts and Gospel choruses. 
I was young in the faith, and already 
facing this kind of trial. This only em- 
phasizes the fact that, in spite of our 
inexperience and weaknesses, God is suf- 
ficient. 

A few of these men accepted the Word 
of God. Others were so hard that they 
would only ridicule me when I tried to 
bring them to the Gospel. Through the 
holes of the cell, I called to the police 
officers to tell them that God loved them, 
and a few of them also: accepted the 
Word of God. 

At the end of three days and nights, 
under police guard with open bayonets, 
I was taken by train to the city of Cuzco 
and put in another jail. Six days of 
cruelty and mistreatment on the part of 
some officers followed, but there, too, 
there were souls that were destined to 
accept the Word of God through our 
ministry. One of the chief officers would 
come to spend hours with me, and one 
day he told me how sorry he was be- 
cause I was suffering. I explained to 
him the,value of a soul in God’s sight, 
how even for one soul Christ had to 
die at Calvary, and that if all my suffer- 
ings were to bring the message to him, 
it gave me great joy. 


Witnessing to My Jailers 


The officer brought me a photograph, 
his.own photograph in his uniform as 
a colonel, and on the back he wrote, “To 
my friend and spiritual instructor, for 
the consolation and happiness that he 
brought me with his experience and 
the Bible during the dark hours of his 
imprisonment in jail.” _Durfmg these 
days I had the greatest opportunity of 
witnessing to the officers. 

At the end of six days, another chief 
officer came with copies of the tele- 
grams that were sent to the different 
government posts. Kindly and respect- 
fully he said to me, “Dr. Montano, I have 
received orders for your deportation 
from this country as a pernicious for- 
eigner.” Then he read the telegram: 
“This man {giving my. mame] was a Do- 
minicatt priest for seven years. He has 
denied the faith to become a Protestant. 
The constitution protects and guarantees 
the only true church, the Roman Cath- 
olic. This man, by becoming Protestant, 
is declared enemy number one of the 
nation, and Protestantism is the worst 
evil. We demand his deportation to the 
jungles of Peru from which he will

EE hundred years ago, on Octo- 
ber 28, 1646, John Eliot preached 
his first sermon to the Indians, 
in their own language, at Nonantum, 
and although he had been two years 
studying their tongue and seeking con- 
tact with them, this may well be con- 
sidered the real beginning of his great 
work—also the beginning of Protes- 
tant missions! Of his work, Richard 
Baxter wrote long after: “There is no 
man on earth whose work I think more 
honorable than yours. The industry of 
the Jesuits and their success in Congo, 
China, and Japan, shame us all—save 
you.” 

For nearly threescore years, Eliot pas- 
tored a church in Roxbury, Mass., go- 
ing every other Sunday to preach to 
Indians. .At the end of his life the num- 
ber of the converted had reached thirty- 
six hundred, and over a score of small 
Indian townships, each containing three 
streets, a church, town hall, and school, 
had been formed. His mightiest work 
was the translation of the entire Bible 
into Mohican, after he had first learned 
the language and reduced it to written 
characters. His only helper was an 
Indian boy. He also prepared‘a gram- 
mar and schoolbooks for Indian schools, 
and translated such religious classics as 
Baxter’s “Saints’ Everlasting Rest” and 
Bayley’s “The Practise of Piety” into 
the Indian language. 

A writer in the British Weekly tells 
us that, after studying in Cambridge 
University, Eliot taught in a school be- 
longing to Thomas Hooker. It was con- 
fessedly to Hooker that he owed his 
definite start in the Christian life, for 
it was under the spell of this fine man 
at Little- Baddow that he wrote: “Here 
the Lord said unto my dead soul, ‘Live! 
live!’ and through the grace of God I 
do,live forever. When I came to this 
blessed family, I then saw, as never 
before, the power of godliness in its 
lovely vigor and efficacy.” 

And to the men of his generation he 
gave an example such as Hooker had 
shown him. Cotton Mather said of him: 
“He lived in Heaven whilst on earth. 
He liked no preaching but what had 
been well studied for beaten oil. His 
humility made him higher by a head 
than the rest of his people.” 


The “Chronicle” (Episcopalian) prints 
an article by the Rev. Oscar F. Green 
on “Beauty in Its Relation to Worship,” 
full of discernment and wisdom. It 
refuses to classify beauty with goodness 
and truth as a basic attribute of God. 
Whenever a mortal being feels that 
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beauty is just as important as truth or 
goodness, he has become pagan. In 
Christ’s ministry there was no atterapt 
at pageantry, no imitation of Temple 
rite. Christ and His disciples were en- 
gaged in a matter of life and death, the 
world’s salvation. “The heavens declare 
the glory of God,” but not in the same 
way that Christ does. As far as we 
know, the category of beauty could not 
have been applied to Him in any ex- 
ceptional degree. 

“Hence when the Federal Council 
talks of “The Contemporary Worship Re- 
vival,’ one questions whether there is 
any revival of worship in its primary 
sense of adoration of God, and, further, 
whether our emphasis on forms of wor- 
ship and our attempts to beautify them 
are of any vital importance to the cause 
of Christ. Certainly our church build- 
ings should be clean and orderly and, 
as far as in us lies, beautiful, and our 
music dignified. But the essence is else- 
where. 


“The wise thing is to try to worship 
God in a simple manner and put less 
faith in pageantry. The more we think 
of God and the less of ceremonial, the 
deeper our worship will be. It is the 
easiest thing in the world to forget God 
when we are trying to put on a show, 
and, indeed, beauty is much more closely 
allied to simplicity than it is to ornate- 
ness. 


“This false emphasis on. beauty,” con- 
tinues this Episcopal clergyman, “causes 
us to spend money foolishly. In many 
parishes the budget for music is larger 
than the one for missions. I wonder if 
anyone was ever saved by listening to 
an anthem. With an angelic choir at 
his command, God is probably not 
greatly impressed even by the music at 
St. Thomas’s. 

“The aesthetic approach to men is a 
snare and a delusion. Christ never used 
it, and presumably he was an authority 
on matters religious. The way to reach 
men is to reveal to them their néed of 
God, to confront them with their sin 
and helplessness, to show them the valid- 
ity of the Gospel, and to appeal to their 
wills. We exalt God by doing his will, 
not by having a procession in his honor.” 


The Providence Bible Institute (100 
State St., Providence, R. I.) is planning 
for a-new building on the vacant lot 
back of the Rhode Island state capitol. 
The cost will be in the neighborhood 
of $125,000, of which some $70,000 is in 
sight. ‘The institute has outgrown its 
present plant, the.enrollment now being 
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325 as compared with 59 in 1929. It has 
neither fixed revenue nor endowment, 
and furnishes training without cost to 
students. Hence it is dependent on God 
for the supply of its daily needs. Its 
graduates are to be found in Africa, 
China, India, Brazil, Colombia, Peru, 
Alaska, as well as in home pastorates. 


Brown University, erstwhile Baptist 
college in Providence, was filched from 
denominational connection by a recent 
coup. Just before it was lost to the 
Baptists the Northern Baptist machine 
had set a “New World Movement” 
agoing for “Christian Education.” From 
its great collection, $109,251.62 was as- 
signed to Brown University. I have 
never heard that this large sum has 
ever been returned either to the 
denomination or to individual contribu- 
tors. So shabbily are givers to “Chris- 
tian education” treated! Even if Brown 
University had remained Baptist, the 
money in question would néver have 
found an outlet in anything distinctively 
Christian. 


But the Providence Bible Institute . 


represents real Christian training. The 
time is long overdue for a shift in giv- 
ing from the nominal to the genuine and 
productively Christian schools. The 
Providence School is a good illustration. 
Besides its central courses it has eve- 
ning Bible training schools in Provi- 
dence, Worcester, and Boston, with a 
thousand persons attending. There are 
also correspondence courses and a 
weekly Gospel radio program, “The 
Mountain Hour.” Immediately following 
Easter it holds a Pastors’ and Christian 
Workers’ Conference, and also a Youth 
Conference each Labor Day week end. 
Its extension department supplies an- 
nually as many as five hundred churches 
with preachers, evangelists, and singers. 


Notes From Contemporary Biography. 
—Le Christiansme reports the death of 
M. Edouard de Cazalet, a Protestant 
banker and promoter of the south of 
France. He was son of a pastor who was 
orphaned at the age of seventeen and 
who yet by sheer genius rose to be vice- 
president of the Comptoir d’Escompte 
du Midi banking house and president of 
the Société Marseillaise de Crédit, another 
great banking firm. For forty-five years 
he was a man of exceptional authority 
in various lines of great business, at the 
same time a devout Christian. “He 
prayed before his business mieetings for 
the purity of his business operations 
just as, at day’s opening, he prayed for 
the purity of his own heart.” What an 
example for Wall Street! “I wish to be 
nothing save the agent of God ir all 
that I do, and I look for orders from 
Him.” The Bible was the guide of his 
life. His interest in the Salvation Army, 
the Central Evangelistic Society, the So- 
ciety of Missions, and in evangelism 
generally was unremitting; also in young 
people, in charities of many types, in 
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pastors, and in the churches of the south 
of France. 

Notice also comes of the death of M. 
Maurice Koechlin, builder of the Eiffel 
Tower, also a devoted Protestant Chris- 
tian. 

Dr. Theodor Herzl was father of the 
Zionist movement and Dr. Arnold Frank 
writes about him in the Hebrew-Chris- 
tian: Z 

“I attended the first Zionist Congress 


in Basel and there met the Rev. J. Hech- . 


ler, a Jewish-Christian, at that time 
chaplain of the British Embassy in Vi- 
enna. He told me that he and Dr. Herzl 
were friends. The latter visited him 
every week, for he felt that he needed 
comfort and encouragement in his count- 
less difficulties. They often spoke about 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ.’ Hechler con- 
sidered that Herzl was not far from the 
Kingdom of God. Sometime after, he 
developed serious heart trouble and died. 
The Zionist paper, Die Welt, reported 
that Herzl’s friend; the Rev. J. Hechler, 
was the only person with him during 


. the last three hours of his life. No doubt 


he died a Christian. Saon after, his only 
son was baptized. 

“For a number of years Zionist leaders 
discussed taking his body to Palestine, 
which would have been only natural, 
but it was never done, probably because 
they suspected, or knew, that Herzl had 
become a Christian.” 


Barranquilla is the leading commercial 
city of Colombia, and its recent mayor, 
Mr. Rafael Borelly, is a large importer 
and exporter. He has been with us on 
a speaking mission arranged by the 
Presbyterian Board of Foreign Missions. 
When asked if his was primarily a busi- 
ness trip, he replied quickly, “Positively 
no! My first concern is Christian wit- 


. hess.” 


His appointment as mayor of this arch- 
Catholic city was, for that Church, a 
scandal of first magnitude. The bishops 
visited the governor about it; the pri- 
mate sent a special message to the Presi- 
dent of Colombia. In vain! The press, 
both liberal and conservative, rejoiced 
that a man of such moral integrity was 
to direct the city. At his inaugural 
he said before thousands: “All about 
are forces of evil organized to destroy 
us. It is my purpose to organize the 
forces of good that they may triumph 
in our city.” 

He suppressed gambling, saving the 
poor 200,000 pesos monthly. He pro- 
vided medical care for the indigent. He 
made a new standard of honest admin- 
igtration. This was just what one would 
expect. Years ago, when a member of 
the city council, he was warned not to 
oppose a certain contract designed to 
rob the city of a great sum of money, 
lest he be shot on the floor of the coun- 
cil.. Despite vigorous protests on the 
part of friends, he went to the meeting. 
When. the contract was presented, he 
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asked for the floor. “Gentlemen of the 
Council, I am sure this deal is crooked, 
for the man who is now presenting it has 
threatened to kill me if I oppose it.” 

He came from humble stock and at ten 
went to work in a soap factory, from 6 
am. to 8 p.m. In his spare time he 
blackened the boots of an army officer 
who paid him by teaching him a bit of 
arithmetic. That was his formal educa- 
tion. He attributes his later prosperity 
to the Bible which, after eighteen, he 
made the guide and inspiration of his 
life. He is a Sunday school leader, teach- 
ing his Bible class even in the busy days 
of his mayoralty and the older ones of 
his ten children co-operate with him in 
Sunday school work. e 


New Dry Effort.—Mr. David M. Don- 
nan of the Liquor Advertisement Cru- 
sade, with western headquarters at Tuc- 
son, Arizona (Box 567), says of this 
movement so far: 


“We have distributed more than seven 


and a half million’ protest stickers, also 
- hundreds of thousands of leaflets, result- 


ing in a great awakening and in news- 
papers here and there across the country 
giving up liquor advertising. Congress- 
men receiving stickered ads have been 
impressed with the widespread desire 
that liquor ads be outlawed. The large 
pictorial and news magazines have been 
put on the defensive. If they dared take 
a poll of their readers, liquor ads would 
be out for all time.” 

Now another step is to be taken. A 
liquor ad poll has been set for February 
2, 1947, World Temperance Sunday. 
Sample ballots can be secured from the 
address above, or from Rolla, Mo., Box 
44. These can be reprinted at slight 
expense and distributed in churches with 
the commendation of the pastor. 

The Northern Baptist Convention, 
through a special committee and an ap- 
propriation of $5,000, has started on a 
similar campaign. Other churches should 
follow. Even the Federal Council might 
lay aside its soap-bubble pipe and at- 
tempt something really useful along this 
line. 

Evidently the old temperance mark- 
timers are being by-passed. It is good 
to notice the emergence of new temper- 
ance leaders who are not honorary 
LL.D.’s. Mr. Hotalen of Alabama has 
made a fine state record, and has passed 
to national work. His successor, Mr. 
J. R. Swedenburg, educated at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, is a layman, pastor 
of four Baptist churches. He also is 
superintendent of schools of Pickens 
County and operates a large farm and 
sawmills in West Alabama. 


A group of Union League club mem- 
bers, Chicago, have formally abandoned 
the ust of intoxicants in their meetings 
and, after the example of Dr. Samuel 
Johnson, substituted tea for alcoholic 
drink. Their declaration of independ- 
ence is a grand answer to the advertising 
which Henry Luce pours out on the 
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American public in Life and Time, It 
reads: 

“We are here today in the belief that 
liquor plays too big a part’in our social 
life . . . to wonder seriously if a much 
better time could and would not be had 
by all if, once and for all, we do not 
suggest, offer, handle, or be badgered 
by drinks, drinkers, and drunks. We 
are more than a little disgusted by the 
widely held belief that social events 
need, or are greatly aided, by the quality 
or quantity of the liquor served. We 
are dismayed by the example we are 
setting for the next generation in this 
matter, for however minor a part alco- 
hol has played in our own personal 
lives, we are sliocked at the thought that 
the younger generation, inheriting tre- 
mendous problems, might feel that liquor 


in any degree might solve them. We, 


are, in short, arriving at the conviction 
that living in this world of present ‘in- 
stability ... the use of alcohol constitutes 
for us a constant and continuing threat, 
.. . We suspect its elimination may re- 
veal to us and to our friends an enjoy- 
ment in living which will be fresh, in- 
vigorating, stimulating, and original.” 


The Yale Clinics for cure of alcohol- 
ics receive wide advertisement in the 
great press, and Alcoholics Anonymous 
even more. The Watchman-Examiner 
tells of a rescue mission in Racine, Wis., 
which receives no advertisement, but in 
the archives of the Kingdom will have 
honorable record indeed. Two labor- 
ing men, Messrs. Singer and Fenton, 
began, as Baptist lay missionaries; to 
preach on the streets twenty-two years 
ago. ‘Then came the depression. The 
urgent need was to provide food, shel- 
ter, and beds to the unemployed. They 
took over an old store on State Street, 
which became the Racine Rescue Mis- 
sion. Mr. Singer used to get up at 4 
a.m. daily to collect bread from the 
bakeries. Two meals a day were served, 
and a bed provided for any man who 
needed one. In the years following, 
tens of thousands of men passed through 
the mission. At times food was unob- 
tainable and bills could not be paid. 
Then there was a prayer meeting and 
the crisis passed. Mr. Singer has died 
and his mission is closed, its work being 
finished. 

Mission Notes.—Dr. R. M. Wilson, of 
the Southern Presbyterian Mission in 
Korea, had, before the war, a settle- 
ment of some eight thousand Korean 
lepers housed in four colonies. The war 
drove him out, and he has been engaged 
in public health work in Richmond, Va. 
Of his remarkable service here,’ the 
Richmond News Leader says: “He has 
reduced the cost of hospitalization and 
outpatient service from $200,000 in 1941, 
to $95,000 in 1945. It would be difficult 
indeed to find anyone who could ‘have 
performed such satisfactory service as 
quietly and efficiently as Dr. Wilson 
has.” Now he is going back to his lepers, 
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He writes, “My five sons are getting out 
of the service. Four of them are gradu- 
ates from medical college, and some of 
them may make plans to run the hos- 
pital work in Korea.” 


Dr. Harold Storm, medical mission- 
ary to Arabia, tells of a clinic for the 
blind he attended, on the borders of 
India and Baluchistan. It was carried 
on by Sir Henry Holland and his son, 
and in six weeks some three thousand 
operations were performed. The Hol- 
lands and five visiting mission doctors 
performed 1,255 cataract operations, Dur- 
ing the six weeks Christ was presented 
to every patient at the clinic. 


The Christian Farmer, edited by Dr. 
H. E. Chang, has thirty thousand Chi- 
nese subscribers. While a farm paper, 
it is also playing a real part in Chris- 
tianizing the countryside. The most 
widely read periodical in present-day 
China, it is very popular in government 
schools and public reading rooms. 


It will take a generation for the people 
of China to learn to read, but with cheap 
radio sets their evangelization can be 
immensely hastened. Mr. K. S. Lee, a 
Chinese businessman of Shanghai, has 
gathered a group of fifty leading Chinese 
as directors of the National Christian 
Broadcasting Association of China. They 
have petitioned the Chinese Govern- 
ment for permission to set up thirty-six 
Christian radio stations throughout the 
length and breadth of the land. 


Roman Catholic Notes.—-The Paulist 
Fathers, whose headquarters are in New 
York’s so-called “Hell’s Kitchen;’’ have 
opened a Boston branch on Park Street, 
facing the Common and halfway be- 


tween Park Street Church and the New . 


England Fellowship's bookstore. They 
are missionaries to Protestants. One 
is glad to note then the recent dedi- 
cation, in the presence of two thousand 
people, of the new Mayflower Pulpit built 
into the Park Street Church just below 
the new Paulist center. Park Street 
Church previously had a summer 
preaching stand on near-by Boston Com- 
mon at the Parkman Bandstand. This, 
however, was closed down through Ro- 
man Catholic influence. 


Latest news from the Catholic Guild 
of the Liquor Industry—lIn eighteen 
months it has grown from a handful to 
six hundred members. Its spiritual 
director is Monsignor Dineen, chaplain 
of the Irish 69th N. Y. Regiment. Mem- 
bers at death are given “a Month’s Mind 
Mass,” and are enrolled in a permanent 
Purgatorial Society. Mgr. Dineen’s state- 
ment closes with: 

“Be grateful to God and join the Cath- 
olic Guild. We live by deeds and not 
by years. May the Bon Dieu keep you 
{saloonkeepers!} always in the hollow 
of his hand. 

“Devotedly, 
“Mgr. Aloysius C. Dineen.” 
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“Catholic Broadcasting in England” 
was the subject of a lecture by Father 
Andrew in the Mansion House, Dublin, 
recently. “By radio they hoped to reach 
millions of English people, whom they 
could not.reach in any other way. They 
regarded it as a softening process before 
D-Day arrived.” Whatever did he mean 
by D-Day? — 


There is a little town in Colombia 
named Santa Rosa de Osos (St. Rose 
of the Bears) which has been evange- 
lized by students in the evangelical semi- 
nary in Medellin near by. Two young 
men, Heriberto Monroy and Jesus Zu- 
leta, going thither on this Christian er- 
rand, were attacked by a mob of eight 
hundred men and women armed with 
sticks, stones, daggers, and knives. Kick- 
ing and beating the boys, they dragged 
them into the street. Three policemen, 
intervening, were brushed aside. 

In the melee, the boys became sep- 
arated and ran for the open country 
with the yelling mob in hot pursuit. 


‘Heriberto tripped and fell over the 


mountainside and escaped into a small 
cave. In the darkness, his persecutors 
failed to find him, but he could hear 
Jesus Zuleta calling upon the Lord Jesus 
to have mercy on those who were beat- 
ing him. This infuriated the mob who 
wanted him to call on the virgin Mary. 

Dragging himself out of the cave, Heri- 
berto painfully made his way over the 
mountain road and, walking all night 
and until the next evening, finally ar- 
rived at the seminary. A party was sent 
to find the other boy, and discovered 
him in a room, beaten up and with an 
ugly knife wound in his head. They 
learned then how he had escaped death. 

One of the mob, after beating the boy 
rather badly, turned to the crowd with, 
“What has he done? Every time I hit 
him he prays that I may be forgiven. 
The next person who hits him, hits me !” 
So they picked him up and carried him 
back to the hotel. 

The Christian love and fortitude of 
these two boys has convinced their 
persecutors of the reality of their mes- 
sage, and the whole district is now open 
to the preaching of the Gospel. 


French Protestantism has suffered from 
theological apostasy, as we have. Its 
three seminaries at Strasbourg, Paris, 
and Montpellier have been lost to evan- 
gelical Christianity. Worse than all, a 
movement for church union has brought 
into one body the evangelical and Uni- 
tarian wings of the French Reformed 
Church. 

Sixty parishes, however, refused to go 
into this union—one-eleventh of the 
whole number. The members of these 
churches, most of whom are descendants 
of sixteenth century Huguenots, accept 
the whole Bible and cling to the Cal- 
vinist tradition. They have established 


a theological*seminary in the university. 


town of Aix-en-Provence near Mar- 
seilles, in the midst of a community for 
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the most part evangelical. It has now 
twenty students. It is operating on the 
incredibly small budget of $4,200, which 
includes all the expenses of the seminary 
itself and fifteen scholarships. It de- 
serves our co-operation (Faculté Libre 
de Théologie Protestante, Rev. André La- 
morte, President, 9 Place d’Albertas, Aix- 
en-Provence, France). 


Christian Teaching in British Common 
Schools.—Professor D. L. Savory, M.P., 
in speaking before a meeting of “The 
Bible Speaks to Britain Movement,” gave 
a very interesting account of the new 
Education Law in its Christian relation- 
ships. It is important for us in America 
to be informed regarding this legislation. 

Professor Savory pays tribute to the 
late Archbishop Temple for his part in 


. bringing the Bible definitely, and at all 


desirable points, into the schools. Five 
items. that he insisted on were all incor- 
porated into this bill. 

“In all schools, Christian teaching is 
to be given only by teachers who are 
willing and competent to give it. There 
must be no compulsion. We must have 
teachers who really believe in ‘religious 
instruction and who are competent. 

“Hence Bible training must count in 
the teacher training course, in examina- 
tions, and with credits. 

“Thirdly, religious teaching is to be 
given in any period of the school hours 
in order to accommodate the teachers 
equipped to give it. 

“Fourthly, such teaching is to be in- 
spected in order to assure its satisfactory 
character. 

“Finally, at the beginning of each day, 
there is to be an act of worship, includ- 
ing reading of the Bible.” 

For these courses syllabuses have been 
prepared by the British churches jointly. 
The fundamentals to be taught include 
the Incarnation, the Atonement, and the 
Resurrection. 


Brief Notes 


The American Bible Society has a 
Blind Fund, which needs replenishing. 
This supplies to the blind who cannot 
read with fingers talking records of 
Scripture at a fraction of their cost. 


Rome thrives under Franco. In 1945, 
government subsidies for religious pur- 
poses were double those in 1931, that 
is, in normal prewar times. While gen- 
eral reconstruction is: proceeding very 
slowly, no fewer than 3,233 Roman Cath- 
olic churches and other buildings have 
been’ restored or rebuilt.

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Further lessons from the structure and habits of birds 


SAD chapter in the story of bird 

life is the extinction of several 
species caused by the cruelty and greed 
of men. Notable examples are the great 
auk, the Labrador duck, the heath hen, 
and the passenger pigeon. There was 
a good deal of pathos in the story of 
the last heath hen in the old Literary 
Digest (June 22, 1929). In 1926 there 
were seven survivors of the dying species 
on the Green Farm, Martha’s Vineyard, 
off Massachusetts. But three years later 
there was only one individual left. Dr. 
Alfred Gross of Bowdoin College wrote 
about him in The Sportsman. “The 
lonely bird flew to the top of the scrub 
oak tree, a vantage point where every 
creature in the vicinity could see him. 
He erected his tail, threw forward his 
pinnate feathers, spread his primaries 
against his body and inflated the striking 
orange sacs in either side of his neck. 
Then he boomed again and again. But 
it was no use. There were no fellow 
heath hens to admire or to challenge 
him. It was the very last heath hen in 
the world.” The State of Massachusetts 
had spent much money, and ornitholo- 
gists and experts had offered their serv- 
ices to preserve the species, but it was 
too. late. 


The Great Flocks of Passenger Pigeons 


There are not many people living to- 
day who remember the enormous flocks 
of passenger pigeons. Dr. Herbert H. 
Beck, director of the Franklin and Mar- 
shall College Museum at Lancaster, Pa., 
is oné of the few living ornithologists 
who remember seeing them. He writes 
of ‘them in the December, 1946, Pennsyl- 
“Of the billions of 
passenger pigeons that were in North 
America, even as late as eighty years 
ago, the last one known to be alive died 
in the Cincinnati Zoo, September, 1914. 
She was affectionately called Martha. 
When she died, ornithologists mourned 
the end of a great tragedy. As the late 
Theodore - Roosevelt aptly said, “The 
passing of the passenger pigeon has left 
the world the poorer.” Dr. Beck saw 
a flock of 150 or 175 in September, 1888. 
His father, Abraham R, Beck, described 
a flock that he had seen in the spring 
of 1846: “The dense mass of pigeons 
extended from overhead seemingly — 
beheld in the perspective —.to the east- 
ern horizon, and as far north and south 
as the eye could reach; and was continu- 


.ous from about 12.30 to 4.30 pm. The 


day, as I remember it, was blustery and 
clouded; had it not been for the latter 
condition the birds must have cast a 
distinct shadow upon the landscape, so 
closely were they massed.” 

Most birds are‘useful, and wanton de- 
struction among them has done much 
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damage. God in His marvelous wisdom 
has established a certain balance of 
nature, in both the plant,and animal 
kingdoms, and man suffers when he up- 
sets it. A striking example of this 
occurred several years ago in Southwest 
Philadelphia, along the Delaware River. 
The river broke through the wooden 
dikes and embankments at Essington and 
destroyed considerable property. The 
members of the Delaware Valley Ornith- 
ological Club believed that this was due, 
in-part, to the fact that the poor people 
living in that region had shot great num- 
bers of hawks, which had allowed the 
rats to multiply, and these had gnawed 
through the dikes. 


Migration is not the only feature of 
bird life that shows the wisdom -and 
power of God in creation. Their struc- 
ture, habits, and protective coloring are 
all evidences of His care. Dr. Allen, in 
“The Book of Bird Life,” writes: “With

all birds there is a nervous adjustment 
which prevents overfeeding. Birds do 
not feed their young in rotation, as one 
might expect, but ordinarily they feed 
the hungriest one first and continue to 
feed him until some other one gets 
hungrier and stretches its neck farther 
and cries louder. This might result in 
overfeeding the largest young one, but 
fortunately, when the young bird has 
had enough, its throat muscles refuse to 
work. So after each feeding the old 
bird looks down into the throat of the 
young one (the young bird, if well, keeps 
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its mouth open for food as long as the par- 
ent is about), and if the last bug is not 
promptly ‘swallowed, she takes it out 
again and gives it to one of the other 
young.” 

Dr. Allen points out that for lightness, 
strength, compactness, and power, the 
structure of a bird could not be improved 
upon. The bones are hollow and con- 
nected by air sacs with the lungs by 
means of which they are filled with air. 
The skeleton is the most rigid of all ani- 
mals. The breastbone is not flat, as in 
man, but has a relatively enormous ridge 
down the middle, to which the powerful 
wing muscles are attached. Feathers 
are the strongest structures for their size 
and weight known. Thetheavy muscles 
and bodily organs are all placed close 
to the center of the body, thus bringing 
the weight close to the center of 
gravity. It is the fat stored up in 
their small bodies that supplies them 
with fuel. 


The whippoorwill, the. ruffed grouse, 
the owls, the woodcock, and many other 
species have such wonderful protective 
coloring that it is hard to see them at all 
when they cling close to the trunk of 
a tree or nestle down in the weeds and 
grass. 

How foolish it is to attribute all these 
marvels of bird life to evolution! To 
do so requires greater credulity than to 
accept the plain and simple words of 
the Bible. It is not only. more in keep- 
ing with faith in an omnipotent and om- 
niscient God, but also with sound reason 
to believe the dignified statement of 
. every 
winged fowl after his _ kind: and God 
saw that it was good” (Gen. 1:21). And 
in both Old and New Testaments God 
Himself uses the birds as illustrations of 
His love and care. To the Israelites He 
said, “I bare you on eagles’ wings, and 
brought you unto myself” (Exod."19:4). 
Moses said, “As an eagle stirreth up her 
nest, fluttereth over her young, spread- 
eth abroad her wings, taketh them, bear- 
eth them on her wings: so the Lord 
alone did lead him, and there was no 
strange god with him” (Deut, 32:11, 12). 
“But they that wait upon the Lord shall 
renew their strength; they shall mount 
up with wings as eagles; they shall run, 
and not be weary; and they shall walk, 
and not faint” (Isa.

Some years 
ago Tue Sunpay Scnoot Trmes (Feb. 8, 
1930) quoted the Moody Monthly which 
had reprinted some statements from the 
Chicago Evening Post saying that there 
is authority for believing that our. Eng- 
lish sparrow is the same as the Bible 
sparrow. With it the Tnoves published 
the following poem by Sarah Elizabeth 
Sprouse:

Approach to the Lesson 


FTER our Lord was baptized by 
A John, He was anointed by the 

Holy Spirit for three official posi- 
tions, as Prophet, Priest, and King. He 
exercised His prophetic ministry on 
earth; He is exercising His priestly min- 
istry in the heavenly sanctuary; He will 
reign as King when He comes again. As 
our great High Priest He ever lives to 
intercede on our behalf (Heb. 7:25). 
Before He went into the Garden of Geth- 
semane He. gave, as it were, a sample 
of His intercessory ministry in the won- 
derful prayer recorded in this seven- 
teenth chapter, in which He anticipates 
the work ef the Cross. He addresses 
the Father as though that work were 
accomplished already and bases His in- 
tercession upon it. This is, properly 
speaking, the Lord’s Prayer. The beau- 
tiful prayer which is generally so desig- 
nated is really the disciple’s prayer. 
Jesus Himsel? taught them how to pray, 
but He could not use that prayer Him- 
self, for He never had to ask for the 
forgiveness of sins. But here we are 
permitted to draw near and hear Him 
speaking directly to the Father on be- 
half of His people still in the place of 
testing and trial, in the world that He 
was just about to leave. 


It is thus He has been representing us 
upon His Father’s throne all through the 
centuries, as we count time on earth, 
since He ascended to Heaven. The work 
of redemption was finished on the cross. 
The ministry of intercession will never 
be finished so long as there is a child 
of God on earth still needing divine help 
to live a holy life in this scene.

The Historical Setting 


It is not easy to determine with cer- 
tainty where this prayer was uttered. 
It would seem, from chapter 14:31, that 
the little company left the upper room 
after the discourse given in that chapter 
and that the Lord Jesus continued talk- 
ing to the disciples as they wended their 
way toward the Garden on the side of 
Olivet. Somewhere on the way. they 
stopped for.a little time and the Lord 
Jesus Christ addressed the Father while 
the others stood reverently by. 


Verse by Verse 


John 17:1.—“Father, the hour is come.” 
At last the long-looked-for hour had 
arrived when the work of redemption, 
for which the Son became incarnate, was 
to be accomplished. That work com- 
pleted, the Father glorified the Son by 
raising Him from the dead and taking 
Him, as man, into Heaven. Jesus antici- 
pates this as He communes with His 
Father. 


Verse 2.—“He should give eternal life 
to as many as thou hast given him.” 
Seven times in this prayer He refers to 
His disciples as those whom the Father 
had given Him. He delights to look upon 
all His own as His Father’s love gift, 
and to them He, as the glorified Man, 
gives eternal life. 


Verse 3—‘“This is life eternal, that 
they might know thee ... and Jesus 


Christ.” This is not exactly a definition 
of eternal life. But it tells us that he 


wha receives it has the capacity to know 
the Father and the Son. This is for- 
eign to the natural man. 


Verse 4.—“I have glorified thee... 
I have finished the work.” Note the 
order here. God’s glory came first; 
work second. This should always be 
so with us.. The Lord Jesus Christ here 
speaks of His work as finished, for, in 
His own mind, the work of the Cross 
was, now looked at as though it were 
completed. 


Verse 5.—“The glory which I had with 
thee before the world was.” The Lord 
Jesus did not begin to be when He was 
born of the virgin. He came forth from 
the Father. He was the eternally pre- 
existent Christ. 


Verse 6—‘“I have manifested thy 
same.” In Him and His ministry God 
had been revealed as Father in a new 
and higher sense than ever known in 
Old Testament times. He is the Father 
of all who believe. 


Verse 7.—“All things whatsoever thou 
hast given me are of thee.” As man 
on earth He never acted or spoke in- 
dependently. He was the mouthpiece 
and the representative of the Father. 

Verse 8.—“I have given unto them the 
words which thou gavest me.” This 
contradicts the unholy supposition that 
He spoke according to the light of His 
time and therefore may have been mis-° 
taken as to some things. All His words 
were given Him by the Father and were 
absolutely authoritative. , ° 

Verse 9.—“I pray not for the world.” 
His high priestly intercession is not for 
the unsaved. On the cross He made 
intercession for the transgressors (Isa. 
53:12). He is a merciful and. faithful 
High Priest on /behalf of His own who 
have been given to Him by the Father. 
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Verse 10.—“All mine are thine, and 
thine are mine.” Such is the intimate 
relationship of all who are by new birth 
children of God. They are one with the 
Father and the Son. 


Verse 11—‘“Keep .. . those whom thou 
hast given me, that they may be one, 
as we aré.” This is unity of life. All 
His own are of one family because they 
are possessors of one common divinely 
imparted life. 

Verse 20.—“Pray I... for them also 
which shall believe on me through their 
word.” Up to this point He had been 
making intercession particularly for His 
disciples, from whom He was about to 
be separated by His death and return 
to Heaven. Now He speaks for all 
throughout the entire present age who 
should believe on Him through the tes- 
timony that the first disciples were to 
give. They passed on the Word to us, 
and we who have received it in faith 
are included in His intercession. 

Verse 21.--“That they all may be one 

. that the world may believe.” This is 
unity in testimony. It is as His own 
agree in manifesting unity that the 
wprld must recognize that they have a 
message from God to lost men. Divi- 
sions among Christians hinder the tes- 
timony greatly. 

Verse 22—“The glory which thou 
gavest me I have given them.” His es- 
sential glory, which He possessed with 
the Father va eternjty, He cannot 
share with othefs. But the glory that 
He has acquired as a result of His obe- 
dience unto death, He shares with His 
own (Rev. 3:21). The results of His 
victories over Satan and over death are 
all shared with us. 


Verse 23.—“Made perfect in one; that 
the world may know.” This is the unity 
that will be revealed when He comes 
again and all His own shall be mani- 
fested with Him in glory. Then it will 
no longer be a question of believing, but 
the world will know that Jesus was the 
sent one of the Father and that God 
loves all believers as He loves His Son. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


In this prayer we are, as it were, per- 
mitted to draw nigh, inside the “Vail,” 
and hear the breathings of the heart 
of Jesus, our glorified Lord and our great 
High Priest, as He pleads for us before 
the Father’s throne of ‘grace. He 'in- 
cludes all children of God in His inter- 
cession and looks upon them all as the 
gift of His Father, in recognition of 
God’s satisfaction with His redemptive 
work. He prays for our illumination, 
our preservation, our unity, and our 

practical sanctification.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


The Extent of the Father’s Love. Our 
Lord reveals something in this prayer 
that we might find it hard to believe, 
had He not declared it Himself. He says 
that all believers are loved by the Father 
even as He loves His Son. This is*most 
precious and should banish all doubts 
and fears from the heart of every be- 
liever. No matter how conscious we 
may be of our own failures; we are as 
dear to God as Jesus is. 

So dear, so very dear to God, 

I could not dearer be; 


The love wherewith He loves His Son, 
Such is His love to me. 


The World and Our Relation to It. 
Note how frequently the Lord Jesus 
speaks of the world in this prayer. His 
disciples are not of the world, hence 
are to walk in separation from it. Yet 
they are sent into the world that they 
may testify to.it. They will be hated 
by the world if faithful to Christ, but 
when He returns the world will see 
them in the glory with Him and will 
know; at last, that they were right while 
all others were wrong. 


Summaries and Applications 


The glory of which the Lord Jesus 
speaks, which He had with ‘the Father 
before the world existed, is the glory 
of His eternal Sonship. 


He veiled His glory when He became 
man, but now He is the glorified man 
at the Father’s right hand, ever living 
to make intercession for us. 


Sometimes we are perplexed and do 
not know what to: pray for, but our 
Lord never ceasés to bear us up before 
the Father, while the Holy Spirit makes 
intercession for us here on earth (Rom.

Say, Fellows,— 
Wade C. Smith to Boys and Girls 


ROM the bottom of our heart we 

should thank God that this seven- 
teenth chapter was not left out of John’s 
Gospel. For the Christian it is the 
“treasure spot” of the whole Bible. Of 
course it wds not left out. The Holy 
Spirit did not intend that it should be 
left out; He put it there to be an anchor 
of assurance for the believer. Prayer 
is a wonderful thing when exercised in 
faith even by an ordinary Christian. 
What must it be when spoken by the 
Lord Jesus Christ, Himself! 

There are seven definite petitions in 
this most .wonderful of all prayers, 
which the Lord Jesus Christ made on 
the evening before His death upon the 
cross. Two of them were for Himself; 
five of them were for you and me. Yes, 
get it clearly in your mind that the 
prayer was not only for His disciples, 
but also for you and me. Verse 20 very 
definitely makes it so; that is, of course, 
if you and I believe on Him through the 
Word. And that is what every true 
Christian does. 

First, He prayed that He might be 
glorified as the Son who has glorified 
the Father. Second, for His restoration 
to the eternal glory, which He had with 
the Father. Third, for the protection 
of believers from the world and from 
Satan. Fourth, for the sanctification of 
believers. Fifth, for the spiritual unity 
of believers. Sixth, that the world might 
believe, through the testimony of .be- 
lievers, that the Father had sent Him. 
Seventh, that believers may be with Him 
in Heaven to behold and share His glory. 

There is a’ tremendous “iife” in this 
prayer for you who are believers in the 
Lord Jesus Christ and have taken Him 
for yoursSaviour. There is a lift out of 
uncertainty. It is an awful thing to be 
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in the depths of spiritual uncertainty, to 
be wondering whether or not you are 
saved. This prayer of the Lord Jesus 
should sweep all that uncertainty away 
and give you definite assurance’ that 
you are saved, and saved for eternity. 
To doubt it is to doubt whether God 
would answef the prayer of His “only 
begotten Son.” “I pray not for the 
world,” said Jesus Christ, “but for them 
which thou hast given me; for they are 
thine. . . . Holy Father, keep through 
thine own name those whom thou hast 
given me, that they,may be one, as we 
are. ...I pray not that thou shouldest 
take them out of the world, but that 
thou shouldest keep them from the evil” 
(vs. 9, 11, 15). 

If you are a believer in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, for all that He claims for Him- 
self in His Word, and have accepted Him 
as your Saviour, you are included in 
that prayer. You are locked in the eter- 
nal embrace of God the Father, and 
nothing can wrest you from His saving 
and keeping power. ‘It does not mean 
that you are not a sinner. No mere hu- 
maa is perfect, or free from sin; but 
the Holy Spirit has put in your heart a 
consciousness of sin and a hatred for it. 
You will be sorry for sin; you will ask 
forgiveness, and you will strive for vic- 
tory over it. 

As God’s child you lead a charmed 
life; did you know that? In Romans 
8:28, we read, “And we know that all 
things work together for good to them 
that love God, to them who are the 
called according to his purpose.” Think 
of it! All things. No accident, no dis- 
aster, no sorrow can come into your 
life, but in the divine alchemy of God’s 
infinite processes. These things not ohly 
will work you no harm, but will actu- 
ally work out for your good, if you trust 
Him. And, listen: you do not have to 
speculate one minute over whether or 
not you are “the called according to his 
purpose,” for you can settle that right 
now by simply yielding your heart and 
life to the Lord Jesus Christ. When you 
do that, you may know, for He definitely 
says, “Him that cometh to me I will in 
no wise cast out.” 

It is all so simple that even a child 
might understand. Don’t make it com- 
plicated.

When Jesus Prayed 
(John 17:1, 6-8, 18, 20) 


OHN had a good memory. The Holy 

Spirit helped him remember (John 
14:26). Years after, when John was 
an old man, he could remember the 
things the Lord talked about with His 
disciples on His last night with them. 
How good a memory have you of what 
we talked ahout only a week ago? Did 
the Holy Spirit bring any of these things 
to your mind during the week so you 
could use them in your life? 


The Lord not only helped His friends 
by His good-by promises and commands, 
but He prayed for them. “These words 
spake Jesus, and lifted up his eyes to 
heaven, and said, Father” (John 17:1). 
What an earnest, loving prayer it was! 
Yes, He prayed for you and me, too, on 
that night long ago. And more wonder- 
ful yet, He is still praying for us to the 
Father. (Quote Rom. 8:34.) That is— 
He prayed for you, and is still praying 
for you if you have received His words 
and believed Him. “I have,given unto 
them the words which thou gavest me; 
and they have received them ... and 
they have believed that thou didst send 
me” (John 17:8). How has He given 
you God’s words? Through our Sunday 
school lessons, through reading the Bible 
yourself. Now the question is: Have 


“God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life” (John 3:16). Yes? 
Then there you are in the group; for 
He does not pray for everybody. “I pray 
for them: I pray not for the world” (17: 
9). If you want te be doubly sure He 
means you as well as Peter and John 
and the others that night, look at. verse 
20. 
What did the Lord pray for? That 
they, and you, should be kept from evil 
in this world (v. 15). That they, and 
you, should be all tied together in love 
with one another and with Him (v. 21). 
That they, and you, should be with Him 
in Heaven and see His glory (v. 24). He’s 
going to be praying for you this week, 
that you won’t tell a lie, or swear, or 
whatever your easy sin is. That you 
will be brave and sweet-tempered when 
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someone makes fun of you for being a 
Christian. That you will always be obe- 
dient, loving, and kind. Whenever you 
are tempted, just remember He is up 
there (point to Heaven) praying for you. 

You know how little brother or sister 
likes to hang onto someone’s hand as 
he or She walks along. But the child 
is not really safe unless someone is hold- 
ing onto him. You aren’t strong enough 
to hang onto God just by your own 
prayers, and do right all yourself. You'll 
slip sometime, and your hand will let go 
of God’s. But with the Lord Jesus, God 
Himself, hanging onto you by His 
prayers, how sure you are! “Kept by 
the power of God” (1 Pet. 1:5). Reading 
His Word is one Way of keeping your 
hand in His. Read John. 16 and 17 this 
week. 

The Lord asks us to pray for each 
other, too. “Pray one for another” (Jas. 
5:16, Memory Verse). Wiil you pray for 
me that I will be more ready to tell 
other people I meet about the Lord Jesus 
who died for them? Perhaps you will 
tell us some of your weak places, and 
we will pray for you. The group may 
join in prayers for these needs men- 
tioned and in thanks for our Lord’s con- 
tinuing prayer for us.

When he refused, the decision was given 
out by the head of his clan that unless 
he would recant within fifteen days he 
would be beaten with a thousand stripes. 
They would have been permitted to 
wreak this vengeance upon one of their 
own clan. As the fifteen days drew 
near, another native Christian went to 


visit the head of the clan; he said in 


substance, You don’t understand this 
Christian religion. When a man be- 
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lieves in the Lord Jesus Christ, God is 
his father and every other believer is 
his brother or sister. We are one fam- 
ily, and I could not see my brother 
beaten and stand idly by. What all we 
Christians propose to do is this: If you 
insist on carrying out your sentence, all 
of us in the country round about who 
are brothers and sisters are going to 
come and share those stripes with him. 
The parley went on all night. The 
head of the clan knew there would be 
trouble if members of another clan were 
beaten by them, so he finally sent apol- 
ogies, saying that they did not under- 
stand the Christian religion or such a 
verdict would never have been passed. 
The unity of the Christians proved 
greater than the heathen powers, and 
the Lord was glorified—From The Sun- 
day School Times.

Yusuf’s Revenge 
Founded on foct

DEADLY clan quarrel had occur- 

red when Yusuf was a small boy. 
His family lived in the North-Western 
Provinces of India, and were Pathans. 

In a drunken brawl Yusuf’s father had 
been so badly hurt that he died soon 
afterward. His children were left or- 
phans and went to live with a great- 
uncle who never allowed them to forget 
their clan enemy. 

Yusuf’s sister, who was several years 
older than he, was a delicate girl, and 
one day she was suddenly taken very 
sick. No remedies helped her, and the 
neighbors. shook their heads. At last 
one old woman said: “When we lived 
away in Mylapore, there was a wonder- 
ful white doctor Sahib, who could cure 
all sorts of deadly sicknesses. She could 
work miracles of healing.” 

“But it is a foreign Jesus place,” said 
Yusuf’s uncle; “we cannot take her 
there.” But the boy pleaded and. bég- 
ged so much that in the end Lashti was 
taken to the hospital. 

She was very ill indeed, and as she 
grew stronger the mission doctor felt 
that her recovery was a most wonderful 
answer to prayer. 

During the many weeks in the hospital, 
Lashti and Yusuf were obliged to lis- 
ten to the daily Bible stories in the ward. 
* At first they did their best not to hear, 
but the large colored pictures attracted 
Yusuf, and he could not help being curi- 
ous about the stories. Especially the 
story of the crucified Saviour made a 
very deep impression on the boy. When 
he heard that this God-man prayed for 
His cruel enemies and asked for them 
to be forgiven, he was amazed. Outside, 
in the hospital compound, he met the 
Indian Bible woman one day and he 
stopped her and asked about it. 

“I never could forgive Ah-Khano, our 
enemy,” he said to himself. “One day 
I will fight and kill his son Ali, when I 
am big and strong enough.” ; 

After the brother and sister returned 
home, Yusuf was one day in a gorge 
near the river which flowed down frem 
the hills. The rainy season had “been 
unusually heavy, and suddenly he heard 
a long distant rumble ‘that caused him 
to be instantly on the alert. Then, in 
a flash, he saw the son of his enemy, a 
boy about his own age in the direct 
line of the oncoming flood. He was 
searching for something he had = evi- 
dently lost, and his pony was standing 
beside him. Evidently he had not heard 
the sound of the river, which in a few 
seconds would be rushing through that 
narrow gorge. Yusuf stood transfixed 
—his enemy’s son would most likely

The Lesson in General 
By Tom M. Olson 


Introduction to the Lesson 


ET us divide this lesson into the 

three following sections: (1) The 

ambitious request of the two dis- 
ciples, (2) The indignation of the ten 
toward the two, and (3) The Lord’s an- 
swer to the twelve. 

For the fourth time the Lord has in- 
formed His disciples that He was on 
His way to Jerusalem to be scourged 
and killed —and that He would rise on 
the third day. The utter lack of sym- 
pathy on their part .must' have —_ a 
real trial to the Lord. 

Instead of thinking about atiettiiihen 

they were still imbued with thoughts 
of a glorious kingdom and places of 
honor in it. Hence James and John 
approached Him with their request to 
sit, ome on each side of Him, in His 
Kingdom. 
- And the ten were highly displeased 
with James and John for asking such 
a favor, for they doubtless considered 
themselves worthy of such ghonorable 
places. 

The Lord makes it known that as far 
as rewards in the Kingdom are con- 
cerned, they are not gifts, but must be 
earned by lowly, self-sacrificing service. 
He, the perfect Servant, set a perfect 
example of service, which led Him to 
the cross. 

How accurately John afterward 
learned the lesson can be gathered from 
his own words: “Hereby perceive we 
the love of God, because he laid down 
his life for us: and we ought to lay down 
our lives for the brethren” (1 John 3:16). 


The Lesson in Detail 


Mark 10:35.—“And James and John 
. «. come unto him saying, Master, we 
would that thou shouldest do for us 
whatsoever we shall desire.” They came 
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to the right person — the One who loves 
to hear and answer prayer. They had 
seen many come to the Lord with the 
desires of their hearts— whether for 
sight, for cleansing, for healing, for de- 
liverance from Satan’s power, or for the 
blessing of their children. And they had 
witnessed how graciously, powerfully, 
and completely He had answered. Now 
they come with their request. 


Verse 36.—“And he. said unto them, 
What would ye that I should do for you?” 
Being omniscient, He knew exactly what 
they were going to ask. He knew how 
fleshly and selfish it was, but there was 
nothing in His demeanor, nothing in the 
tone of His voice to suggest to James 
and John that they should not bring 
their request to Him. Believers today 
have every encouragement to “let your 
requests be made known unto God” 
(Phil. 4:6). 


Verse 37.—“They said unto him, Grant 
unto us that we may sit, one on thy right 
hand, and the other on thy left hand, in 
thy glory.” There is one element in this 
request that is praiseworthy. It is their 
faith to believe He would be -glorified 
— He would receive a Kingdom in which 
there would be very desirable honors. 

But apart from that, does it not re- 
veal how self-centered and self-seeking 
disciples can be even after four an- 
nouncements from the Lord Himself of 
His pending crucifixion and resurrec- 
tion ! 

Verse 38.—“But Jesus said unto them, 
Ye know not what ye ask.” Theirs was 
an ignorant request. The Lord had 
talked to them before and had given 


them the secret of true greatness (Mark 
9984, 35). They had forgotten or mis- 
understood His words. The cup of suf- 
fering and the baptism of death were 
before the Lord. What a cup and what 
a baptism! He had’ gone into detail 
about this in verse 33. He would “be 
delivered unto the chief priests, and unto 
the scribes [by the traitor]; and they 
shall condemn him to death, and _ shall 
deliver him to the Gentiles [for it was 
unlawful for Jews to put any man to 
death (John 18:31)]: and they shall 
mock him, and shall scourge him, and 


’ shall spjt upon him, and shall kill him.” 


Were they able to share in this? 


Verse 39.—“‘And they said unto him, 
We can. And Jesus said unto them, Ye 
shall indeed drink of the cup that I drink 
of; and with the baptism that I am bap- 
tized withal shall ye be baptized.” One 
wonders about the confidence which en- 
abled them to answer so dogmatically, 
“We can.” For when the Lord told the 
Twelve that He was going up to Jeru- 
salem to receive such treatment, James 
and John, along with the others, were 
amazed and “afraid” (v. 32). And when 
the real test came, “they all forsook him, 
and fied’ (Matt. 26:56; Mark 14:50). 
However, they must ultimately have 
risen above their fears and returned, 
for Jolin is found in the palace of the 
high priest (John 18:15), also standing 
at the cross (John 19:26). , 

Dr. Maclear says: “They had yet to 
learn how serious their words were, 
and afterwards they were enabled to 
drink. of that Cup, and to be baptized 
with that Baptism. To James was given 
strength to be steadfast unto death, and 
to be the first martyr of the Apostolic 
band (Acts 12:2); to John (a) to bear 
bereavement, first of his brother, then 
of the other apostles; (b) to bear a 
length of years in loneliness and exile 
in sea-girt Patmos (Rev. 1:9); and (c)

then to die last of the apostles, as James 
first.” 


Verse 40.—“But to sit on my right hand 
and on my left hand is not mine to give; 
but ... for whom it is prepared.” Ac- 
cording to the measure in which Chris- 
tians have accepted suffering and death 
in their faithful service to their Lord 
will positions of honor be prepared for 
them in the coming Kingdom. Salvation 
is free, but rewards in the Kingdom 
must be earned (1 Cor. 3:8; 9:24; Luke 
6:22, 23; Heb, 11:25, 26; Rev. 22:12). 

A position of honor in the Kingdom 
is one of the “prepared” things of Scrip- 
ture; for some of the others, see: Pre- 
pared salvation (Luke 2:30, 31); Pre- 
pared people (Luke 1:17); Prepared 
works (Eph. 2:10); Prepared table (Psa. 
23:5); Prepared city (Heb. 11:16); and 
the Prepared Kingdom itself (Matt. 25: 
34). 


Verse 41.—‘And when the ten heard it, 
they began to be much displeased with 
James and John.” Like most arguments, 
the one they had had about who would 
be greatest among them (Mark 9:34) 
was never settled. Could it be they were 
unwilling to settle it in the’ Lord’s way, 
by one becoming servant to them all? 
At any rate, here the spirit of rivalry 
springs up again! Not one of them 
shared the sentiment of the poet, 

Give me the lowest place; or if for me 

That lowest place too high, make one 
more low 


Where I may sit and see 
My God, and love Thee so. 


Verse 42.—“But Jesus called them to 
him, and saith unto them, Ye know that 
they which are accounted to rule over 
the Gentiles exercise lordship over them; 
and their great ones exercise authority 
upon them.” The pages of history are 
filled with records of those who waded 
through blood—the blood of the com- 
mon people—to thrones and chairs of 
authority, only to become oppressive to 
their subjects. 


Verses 43, 44.—“But so-shall it not be 
among you.” Among the followers of 
the Lamb, there should be no lording it 
over one another in order to become 
great, but a humbling to the place of 
slave to serve all the members of the 
household of faith (see 1 Pet. 5:3). 


Verse 45.—“For even the Son of man 
came not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister [or to serve], and to give his 
life a ransom for many.” The Lord Him- 
self is the outstanding example of one 
who humbled Himself to serve and to 
die. 

The Prophet Daniel tells us of the time 
when “thousand thousands ministered 
unto him” in Heaven (Dan. 7:10). Yet, 
He came to do the Father’s will, and 
in serving Him, He served humanity. 


He said, “I do always those things that 


please him”: (John 8:29). All through 
His sojourn on earth, and to the very

Previously the Lord had informed His 
disciples regarding the fact of His death, 
but here He reveals the purpose of it, 
namely, “a ransom for many.” |. Fre- 
quently, men ask why the death of Christ 
was necessary. Théy insist that His liv- 
ing example is the great and sufficient 
thing. His death was not accidental nor 
incidental but essential. He gave Him- 
self a ransom “for all” (1 Tim. 2:5, 6), 
as far as the scope of it is concerned; 
but only “many” avail themselves of .it.

“He LeapetH Me” 


O DOUBT every one of you wants 

to be somebody important. So did 
James and John, but they did not show 
humility in leadership when they sug- 
gested placing themselves on the left 
and right hand of Christ, as His advisers 
or assistants, “while all the other disci- 
ples must take lowly places, honoring 
the brothers, waiting upon them, and 
taking commands. These brothers tried 
to turn the pattern of Christian rela- 
tionships upside down with Self on top 
and their neighbors underneath. Such 
a relationship could not stand. 

Christ gave His pattern for victorious 
leadership, calling attention, first, to 
Himself: “The cup that I drink ... 
the baptism that I am baptized with.” 
“And I, if I be lifted up .. . will draw 
all men unto me” (John 12:32). Let 
us illustrate this with a triangle, placing 
Self at the base alongside Others, exalt- 
ing Christ, and directing others to Him. 
Before we can lead, we must permit 
Christ to direct our paths. He is our 
Ransom (1 Tim. 2:6), our Shepherd 
(Psa. 23:1, 2), our Lord, (Deut. 4:35), 
our Guide (John 16:13), our King (Psa. 
5:2, 8). 

Then the Lord called attention to the 
so-called great people of the world, 
who “exercise authority” over others. 
Such péople could not be loved by the 
masses because they do rot understand 
nor care for the masses. “I sat where 
they sat, said Ezekiel when he tried to 
get the viewpoint of his neighbors, “and 
temained there astonished” (Ezek. 3: 
15-17». Problems of neighbors would 
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astonish, us if we took the trouble to 
consider them, and would lead us to be 
more considerate and helpful. Christ 
Himself came where we were so that 
He might lift us into heavenly places 
with Him, but it is never His aim that 
we should think of ourselves as higher 
or better than others (Phil. 2:7, 8; Rom. 
12:3). 

We are here to love and serve. “Who- 
soever of you will be the chiefest, shall 
be servant of all.” A servant is one who 
does hard things, who thinks of others, 
who puts up with difficulties and un- 
pleasantness so the one he serves may 
be comfortable. Christ came to “give 
his life a ransom” that we and all our 
neighbors might have the joy, peace, 
and blessing of eternal life. On the day 
of their request James and John did not 
know that “if we suffer, we shall also 
reign with him” (2 Tim. 2:12), the very 
thing they wanted to do. The goal of 
such desire is reached, not by one’s own 
way, but through Christ (Acts 3:3, 11; 4: 
13, 19, 20; 12:2; Rev. 1:9). 

What about the other disciples? Natu- 


rally they were “displeased with James’ 


and John,” partly, perhaps, because they 
might themselves have liked seats on 
the right or left hand of their Master. 
Some young people try to push them- 
selves into places of leadership which 
do not fit into the Lord’s pattern, and 
consequeritly into which they do not fit. 
They try to carry off the honors and 
shove the work onto someone else. 

If you would be a consecrated Chris- 
tian leas‘er, and such are needed, both 
young and old, you will seek the will 
of God before starting to Work with or 
for people (1 Cor. 3:9-11). You will 
be considerate of the feelings of others, 
more anxious that other Christians might 
have the privilege of developing talents 
than that your own talents should be 
too often on display (Rom. 12:3-8). Yet 
if the Lord shows you He wants you to 
do a special work for Him, whether it 
be hard or easy, you will know that it 
is not you alone, but Christ in you lead- 
ing on to triumph (Eph. 4:7-13). Far 
more than anything you do. in leading 
others, your divine Leader will be do- 
ing for you (Deut. 1:38; 2 Sam. 22:36).

Put on blackboard:

APPROACH 
What are the Gospels about? How 
many Gospels are there? Why are there 
four? Some of the stories about Christ 
are told in only one Gospel. See if 
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you can learn what I have put on the 
board. It will help you to know in 
which Gospel to look for the story you 
want. Let us see how this works. Look 
again at the outline. In which Gospel 
would you look for (1) the story of the 
Wise Men following the star to find the 
King? (2) the shepherds coming to the 
manger? (3) the enemies of Christ go- 
ing backward and falling to the ground 
before Him? (4) words such as “straight- 
way” and “immediately”? Can you see 
how the words “immediately” and 
“straightway” belong in Mark? 


LEsson 

The Golden Text for today is the key 
verse of Mark. In every lesson we have 
seen that “the Son of man came not to 
be m‘nistered unto, but to minister.” 
In the next few weeks we are going 
to see how He came “to give his life 
a ransom for many.” 

A Christian is a follower of Christ. 
The Lord Jesus “came not to be min- 
istered unto, but to minister.” Have 
we found out that our business is to 
help others, not to wait for them to do 
things for us? When today’s lesson be- 
gins, some of the disciples had not yet 
learned this. 

The Lord Jesus was on His way to 
Jerusalem for the last time. His dis- 
ciples were following Him. As they 
walked along the road the Lord Jesus 
told them that.when they reached Jeru- 
salem He would be put to death by 
wicked men. But His disciples hardly 
noticed what He was saying. They 
were thinking of themselves and not of 
Him. Read verses 35-37, Mary. What 
did James and John want? How did 
the other disciples feel about this? (v. 
41.) Why were the ten much displeased? 
Correct. They wanted just as high a 
place as James and John. Do you think 
they were any better? Remember that, 
when you are angry because your 
brother took the biggest piece of cake. 
You are angry because you wanted it 
yourself. What selfish, miserable hearts 
we have! 

Notice the first six words of verse 
42. What a wonderful Saviour we have! 
Anyone else would have said: “Here 
I am telling you about my death, and all 
you can think of is ‘Who will have the 
best: place?’ I will not bother with you 
any more.” But the blessed Lord did 
not say that. He called them to Him, 
and set them right. Remember, no mat- 
ter what is wrong’ with us, if we will 
only go to the Lord Jesus He will set 
us right. Read what Christ said to them, 
Junior, in verses 42-45. 

The one who takes the lowest place 
and does the most for others is God’s 
great man. That is, the greatest one 
is the one most like the Lord Jesus, who 
“come not to be ministered unto, but 
to minister.” 

CoNCLUSION 

Do you see more specks on your 

clothes when you are in the bright sun- 
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shine or in the twilight? Whenever we 
begin to feel proud of ourselves ‘and 
thinking we ought to have the best place, 
it shows we. are getting away from the 
light. The closer we get to Him the 
more we will see our own faults and 
His perfection. And the more Christ- 
like we will become. 
ALTERNATE CONCLUSION 

The J-ord Jesus came “to give his life 
a ransom for many.” He died to save 
you from your sins. Have you thanked 
Him?

The 
admiral sat down then and there and 
told them he was coming—so here he 
was, going down the coast, not first- 
class but third-class, having left the 
service of one king, but still on “the 
King’s business."—From Serving-and- 
Waiting.

never be able to return. Signed by the 
first political authority of the city of 
Cuzco, the Bishop and the Superior of 
the Dominican Order.” This was the 
cause of my being taken to jail and my 
deportation. 

The morning when I was saved, the 
prayer that I presented to the Lord was, 
“Lord, send me to all parts of Latin 
America.” God answers our prayers, 
sometimes sooner than we expect and 
in ways that are strange to us. I did 
not have money to pay for my trips, but 
every time that I was deported from one 
country to another the government had 
to pay my traveling expenses. God 
answered my prayer ! 

It was midnight on a Saturday when 
I arrived at the city of La Paz in Bo- 
livia. The brethren knew all that was 
happening to me, because even the out- 
standing newspapers were carrying the 
news that “the first legitimate son of 
Martin Luther has been taken to prison.” 
Meetings were prepared in the largest 
evangelical church. The announcements 
were made in the newspapers, and a 
great number of people came to hear me 
preach. People from all walks of life 
were interested. 

New friends and old friends kept ask- 
ing why I left the Roman Catholic 
Church. Underneath there were some 
forces still working to get me back 
to the Roman Catholic Church, and, 
among other methods used, they con- 
vinced some authorities in the govern- 
ment that if I becdme under-secretary 
of state, my whole time would be dedi- 
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cated to that work and little by little 
I would just forget my “crazy,” Protes- 
tant ideas. sa o 

When I was offered the position of 
under-secretary of state by the Boliv- 
ian Government, God’s will was not in 
that, and I declined the offer. We were 
still going on with the services here and 
there. . 

One morning I had a visitor in the 
little room that I occupied in the city 
of La Paz. He was the director of the 
most influential newspaper in Bolivia. 
He was anxious to know how and why 
I left the Roman Catholic Church. “Your 
father was my professor in the univer- 
sity when I was studying law,” he said. 
“I am interested to know how a mem- 
ber of the Montano family could turn 
Protestant.” 

I told him as simply as possible how 
I came to know Christ. The next day 
on the front page and in big headlines 
appeared these words, “Dr. Walter Man- 
uel Montano, Dominican priest for seven 
years, has become a Protestant.” He 
published the whole story of my con- 
version. That article brought a great 
number of people to our meetings, and 
the whole Roman Catholic Church was 
agitated. 

Letters were sent to some of the Prot- 
estant leaders ig the country, stating 
that the writers were not going to be 
responsible if I was found dead in the, 
city of La Paz. The missionaries and 
the brethren were praying, and finally 
I was advised to escape from the coun- 
try- to save my life. 

The Lord directed me to’ Central 
America, after I received an invitation 
from the evangelical leaders in Costa 
Rica, offering me a place of rest and 
work. For two years I dedicated myself 
to the study of the Word of God, at the 
same time that I was teaching in the 
Bible institute, preaching in the 
churches, and writing Gospel articles; 
but my heart was still in Peru. I wanted 
to go back to witness to others who 
knew me as a Dominican monk. The 
doors were closed. But we know that 
God has the keys to every door. 

I wrote a fifteen-page letter to the 
president of the nation, Mr. Leguia, who 
was a dictator for eleven years. He 
knew me when I was in the monastery 
as a Dominican priest. I told him in the 
letter how I had left the monastery and 
had been converted to the Gospel, and 
how. anxiously I was waiting for the 


day to.go back to the country to evan- - 


gelize the Peruvians. We were amazed 
when I received an immediate airmail 
reply, signed by the president himself. 
This was his message: “I congratulate 
you for your Christian sentiments. 


When you come back to Peru, you will 
have all the protection of my govern- 
ment.” 

Before I left for Peru, God’s wonder- 
ful provisions were also manifested in 
giving me a faithful and loyal compan- 
ion, whose love was destined to be the 
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human inspiration of my life, and the 
expression of the highest tenderness, 
understanding, and co-operation in the 
ministry of the Gospel. 

Miss Esther Piper, after her graduation 
from Moody Bible Institute and years 
of using her talents in singing, had gone 
to Costa Rica as a missionary. There 
I met her and she became my wife. 
Together, following President Leguia’s 
letter, we went to Peru. 

I had the privilege of covering: the 
whole country from one end to the other, 
having been taken to jail several times; 
but the president’s letter was the key 
to open every jail door and set me free. 
The full answer to the prayer of years 
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before came, and today I have the priv- 
ilege of covering that great continent 
with its 183 million people. We honor 
the Lord for having used us to His glory 
to the salvation of souls, as from among 
the various classes we have now great 
trophies ef grace, those who have been 
converted under our ministry. There 
are many from all walks of life —from 
the lowly Indians ®f the Andes to am- 
bassadors and presidents—who have 
come to Christ through our humble in- 
strumentality as messengers of the 
Gospel.

self-pity and isolation; and this, of which 
we might have made a steppingstone, 
has been to us a stumbling block in our 
path. 


Other trials are there that await us: 
the having to witness evils that we can- 
not remedy; reckless extravagance in 
some, conduct unworthy and inconsis- 
tent in others; children whose welfare 
is very dear to us, brought up in self- 
ish, worldly habits; the law of Christian 
charity set aside; the straight and sim- 
ple rules of Christian conduct unob- 
served. There are trials arising from the 
unfaithfulness or dishonesty or neglect 
of others. There are trials in the want 
of truth and sincerity, of candor and 
openness in those from whom we had a 
right to expect very much the contrary; 
much pain is often given by the incon- 
sistency of some men to their professions 
and calling, by wrongs done through 
weakness and instability of purpose, or 
from a vain desire to please others, and 
a want of Christian courage and resolu- 
tion. 

Amid the many and varied trials that 
we encounter, there is one which, per- 
haps, more than all others, seems ever 
ready to dog our footsteps and thwart 
our schemes: that of disappointment. 
In childhood we learned the first ele- 
ments of this, when our party of pleas- 
ure was marred by the rainy day or by 
the attack of illness, or when some cov- 
eted prize was borne off from us by a 
successful competitor. Our youth has 
seen the same repeated in other forms, 
and under varied circumstances. ‘To 
some, life appears to be made up of dis- 
appointment and failure; in every 
schémeit has met us, in every aspiration 
it has cast us down; and if now, in our 
later years, we meet with fewer disap- 
pointments, it is that we dare not give 
the rein to our longings and ambitions. 
Our hope, as far as any earthly good is 
concerned, has well nigh spent itself. 
A fretful, discontented despenvency has 
taken its place. 

We would make a few suggestions of 
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a practical nature with regard to these 
minor and yet very real trials. 


In the first place, be it observed that 
there is a tendency, more especially in 
the weaker sex, to take a somewhat 
strained’ and exaggerated view of these 
trials and annoyances. Some things there 
are which it is better not to look at 
,too closely with vexed and eager scru- 
tiny. We are wont, some of us at least, 
} to dissect our trials, and to ponder over 

each separate portion. It were wiser, 
and more for our own peace of mind, 
to take things with a lighter hand; pass- 
ing over some, turning forcibly away 
from others, and seeking ever to view 
those accidents of our life from aloft, 
and not from our. own dead level. Let 
“ us not be always “dwellers on the plain.” 
Our work may be there, it is true; there 
must our battles be fought and our colors 
displayed; yet there are heights around, 
accessible more or less to all of us, and 
which it were well to.climb from time 
to time, in order to gain comfort and re- 
freshment. 


| I speak not now of the spiritual 
heights: of prayer and meditation, and 
that blessed communion with the Lord 
which, above all other, serves to raise 
us from the dull level of our earthly 
-cares. But there are lesser heights that 
we should aim at; anything that serves 
i to recreate the mind, so long as it does 
not enervate, is to be viewed in this 
light. There are many sources of inno- 
cent pleasure and enjoyment open to us, 
which may serve to distract the mind 
from those petty cares and vexations. In 
the cultivation of the intellect and the 
i imagination, we may escape from the 
weary, prosaic monotony of our daily 
life. Music, poetry, literature, art may 
be applied to this purpose, and if used 
properly, they would aid us 
To rise on steppingstones . 
Of our dead selves to high things. 


It is only the superficial view that 
many of us take of these resources, 
which makes us fail to win all the com- 
fort they should bring. From the weari- 
ness and pettiness of our daily life, we 
may turn away to hold communion with 
the thoughts of the great and good who, 
in poetry and prose, have left us a pre- 
cious legacy. From the jarring discords 
of uncongenial companionship, we may 
find peace in the harmonies of music. It 
is noticeable how large a place music 
has in the Scriptures. The apostle, ad- 
dressing the Ephesian converts, sur- 
rounded by the profane and ungodly, 
says, “Speaking to yourselves in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, singing 
and making melody in your heart to the 
Lord” (Eph. 5:19). When our Lord and 
Master was about to leave the upper 
chamber, and go forth to the scene of 
His agony, it is said of Him and His dis. 
ciples that they sang a hymn (Matt. 26: 
30). 
thrust into the inner prison, their feet 








We read of Paul and Silas, when 
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made fast in the stocks, and their lives 
in extremest peril, that they not only 
prayed, but “sang praises unto God” 
(Acts -16:25). It was to the sound of 
martial music that the walls of Jericho 
fell down. The evil spirit departed from 
Saul at the sweet strains of the harp. 
Surely it is not straining unduly the 
teachings of God’s holy Word if we de- 
duce a lesson from these narratives. God 
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Mrs. Lewis reading the Bible to the saloon 
keeper. ‘‘Except a corn of wheat fall into the 
ground and die, it abideth alone; but if it dic, 
it bringeth forth much fruit.’ Jn. 12:24. 


Back in the stirring days of Lincoln, 

the great emancipator, Mrs. Delecta 
Barbour Lewis lived in a tiny American 
village with her children and a drinking 
husband. So much of his time and hard- 
earned money went to the tavern that his 
home was well acquainted with both pov- 
erty and shame. 


One morning, driven to desperation, 
Mrs. Lewis pinned her faded shawl around 
her thin shoulders, put on her old bonnet, 
and with her little Bible in hand, repaired 
to the village saloon. She left her little son, 
Dio, ill fed, ill clad and ill shod, standing 
outside. In those days, a truly respectable 
lady never set foot in a liquor store. So 
the saloon-keeper was thunderstruck as this 
gentle woman entered. 


“Sir, will you let me read to you what 
God says about your business?” she in- 


quired. Receiving a surprised assent, Mrs. 
Lewis read from Habakkuk 2: 15-17: 


“Woe unto him that giveth his neighbor 


drink, that puttest thy bottle to him, and 


makest him drunken also, that thou mayest 
‘look on their nakedness!” 

“Sir, these are God’s words, not mine. 
Shall we pray about your business?” And 
such an agonized prayer went up that day 
from that foul drinking den as reached not 
only the ear of God but the heart of the 
sobered saloonist. In God's own providence, 
it is still reaching hearts around the globe 
with ever increasing power. 


As Mrs. Lewis turned to leave him, 


the thoroughly rebuked man exclaimed: 
““Madam, I'll never. sell your husband an- 
other drop of liquor!” They shook hands, 
and the quiet mother went happily’ home. 
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has given us these sources of enjoyment 
and recreation, that in them we may find, 
not merely a religious sefvice, but also 
an escape from earthly care, Grant that 
poetry and music and painting have too 
often been prostituted to the service of 
superstition or of worldliness, yet this 
was not their original design. They may 
help the troubled spirit to shake off the 
burden of irritation and fretfulness. Use 
these things “as not abusing them.” Re- 
gard them as sent from your Heavenly 
Father to be gleams of light on your 
earthly path. In the beauties of nature 
and of art the devout mind may enjoy. 
a foretaste of heavenly happiness. In 
the midst of besetting vexation and care, 
we may oftentimes seek and find a quiet 
resting place for the troubled spirit in 
these innocent pleasures. It was for 
this purpose: that our gracious Creator 
has given us the capacity for such en- 
joyments. 


But perhaps you have no taste for 
music, or poetry, or art. Your want of 
education unfits you for the prosecu- 
tion of science. You have no leisure for 
the study of literature. But, at any 


rate, you have some personal and prac- * 


tical duties in which you may. engage. 
If the time and thought now wasted in 
fretting over the faults of others were 
wisely employed in the diligent dis- 
charge of your own duties, you would be 
at once more useful.and more happy. 
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There is nothing more unprofitable and 
more miserable than to brood over your 
own grievances; and the best remedy 
for this evil is the active occupation of 
time and thought in “doing your duty in 
that station of life in which it has 
pleased God to call you.” When Peter 
was busying himself with profitless in- 
quiries as to the future of the disciple 
whom Jesus loved, our Lord rebuked 
him, saying, “What is that to thee? 
follow thou me” (John 21:22). And 
these words have a very wide applica- 
tion. Thinking of the faults and failures 
of others, you grow morbid and miser- 
able. In the diligent and faithful fol- 
lowing of Christ in the path He has 
appointed for you, you will grow healthy 
and happy. Forget the unkindness that 
wounds, the coldness that chills, the 
pride that irritates, the in@onsistencies 
that oppress you, in struggling against 
your own defects and faithfully dis- 
charging your own duties. The lawful 
pleasures and the prescribed duties of 
life will thus combine to deliver you 
from the vexations and annoyances that 
irritate you. 

Once again I would strike, in conclu- 
sion, the keynote of my theme, bidding 
you look with childlike, earnest, believ- 
ing gaze at Him who “was in all points 
tempted like as we are, yet without sin.” 
Doubt not His sympathy in your lesser 
or in your greater trials. He felt not 
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only for the desolate, stricken sisters of 
Bethany, but for the hungry, weary 
multitude who had been with Him three 
days, and had nothing to eat (Matt. 
15:32). He could turn away from the 
thought of His own coming agony to 
comfort the weeping “daughters.of Jeru- 
salem.” 


*Who shall roll us away the stone?” 
asked the sorrowing women as they 
neared the sepulchre, and viewed in that 
stone the one barrier between their Lord 
and themselves. So do we ofttimes ask 
ourselves, as one by one the stones of 
trial and difficulty rise in our pathway, 
and hinder our progress onward and 
upward. If we will but step on firmly 
and bravely, looking neither backward 
nor forward, but only upward, we shall 
find the “stone .. . rolled away already,” 
and our path made plain before us. 
“Wait on the Lord: be of good courage, 
and he shall strengthen thine heart” 
(Psa. 27:14). 


Life is not all sadness and sorrow, 
though there is much, very much to 
make us sad. Some days must be dark 
and dreary; some nights there are of 
deep and overwhelming sorrow; and yet, 
amid it all, there come gleams of light 
and joy. to cheer and gladden us. They 
may be but crumbs from the Master’s 
table, but they tell us of the rich feast 
which He has in store for “the children.”

“Some learned men are telling us you 
are the very bird to which our Lord gave 
endless fame in His undying Word. I 
cannot prove this is a fact, as scientists 
may do, but in my heart I fondly hope 
that what they say is true. In Jesus’ day 
you were, as now, a common, trifling 
thing, not beautiful in feathering, without 
a song to sing. The poorest people ate 
you, and the lowly price for you would 
equal, in America, a mere one cent for 
two. And for two cents a bargainer 
might purchase five and thus the fifth 
unvalued sparrow came to bring its 
wealth to us, a wealth immeasurably 
great that holds for mortal sense a pic- 
ture of the Father God’s all-present im- 
manence. Here in our day we reckon 
you at even smaller worth than did the 
folk of Syria when Jesus was on earth. 
A sparrow fit for food? We would not 
deign to think of that. We let our chil- 
dren shoot you down and throw you 
to the cat. Wee, mute, and helpless 
sufferer, our God does not explain or 
hinder all catastrophe or tell the why 
of pain. Not now may mortals under- 
stand the tragedies they bear. It must 
suffice for faith to learn from you that 
God is there. 

“Now while you bless me every time 
I ponder on your fall, I must confess you 
are a sort of nuisance after all. You 
are a noisy, littering bird, and I remem- 
ber when you tried to drive away from 
us the lovely, singing wren. You often 
are annoying, but I need this lesson too: 
My Father’s presence stays in spite of 
ugly things Ido. And you, as part of all 
the days, about us all the time, not 
leaving in the winter’s cold for some 
warm, sunny clime, not caring for seclu- 
sion, show the Master’s thought again. 
He chose you messenger because you 
haunt the ways of men. If you were a 
retiring bird, just what would happen 
next? Your sermon we would soon for- 
get, perhaps forget the text. But your 
insistent presence makes us constantly 
to see annoyances may be the hand of 
Heaven’s ministry. Oh, little sermonizer 
blest, though common and despised, I 
hope you are the very bird our Lord im- 
mortalized.” 

Another poem on the sparrow, which 
has gone round the world, is called 
“Overheard in an Orchard.” It was writ- 
ten by Elizabeth Cheney, an English- 
woman, and first published in the Tuwes 
November 20, 1920. As a fitting conclu- 
sion to this brief study of bird life, the 
well-known lines are quoted again: 

Said the Robin to the Sparrow, 
“T should really like to know 


Why these anxious human beings 
Rush about and worry so.” 

Said the Sparrow to the Robin, 
“Friend, I think that it must be 
That they have no Heavenly Father 
Such as cares for you and me.”

4, Let's Make Our Community Christian 
(Acts 13:44-49; 2 Cor. 5:20)

HE first Scripture portion chosen for 

this fourth topic in the series, “Our 
Christian Witness,” shows the response 
that followed Paul’s witnessing in Anti- 
och of Pisidia. As we study further in 
the Book of Acts, and as we réad the 
Epistles, we find that this same sort of 
response followed nearly every presen- 
tation of the Gospel in apostolic times. 
Almost invariably there were two out- 
standing and contrasting effects of such 
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Che Treasure Hid in Yourself... 


ERHAPS you had never even 


suspected its existence. Yet the 
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Christian witness—some believed the 
testimony that was given and accepted 
the Lord Jesus as their Saviour; and 
some refused to believe, and rejected 
the Lord Jesus, and opposed the preach- 
ing of the Gospel. These same two 
effects are seen down through the ages 
wherever the true Gospel has been 
preached, and we shall firid them today 
whenever a witness to the saving power 
of Christ is faithfully given. It would 
appear, therefore, that the topic for our 
consideration this week should be modi- 
fied somewhat, and that “Let’s Make 
Our Community More Christian” would 
be more accurate. No matter how faith- 
fully your Christian witness is given, 
you will undoubtedly find some in your 
community who will not receive it, and 
who may openly oppose it. 
: se 

It is likewise important that we make 
clear, at the very start of the presenta- 
tion of this topic in our young people’s 
group, that believers need not expect 
to get very far in any “community” ef- 
fort toward the goal set by this topic. 
Some measure of co-operation can be 
expected in most communities when the 
Objective is welfare, or social better- 
ment, or education, or health. But we 
may expect little real team work in 
seeking to make our community more 
Christian, especially when we let it be 
known that we are out to win others for 
Christ and to consistent Christian living. 

If we will stop and think for a mo- 
ment; we shall see why this is«so. If 
ours is an average community, it will 
be made up of several quite different 
groups of people. Very likely there will 
be some Roman Catholics, who have 
been taught that the Protestant faith is 
heretical, that true religion can be found 
only in the Roman Church, and that its 
priests are the only ones who are author- 
ized to interpret and preach the Scrip- 
tures. Members of this faith are not 
permitted to join in and will resist any 
evangelistic effort toward making your 
community more Christian. They are 
interested only in making it more Cath- 
olic. ye 


Then you may find a sprinkling in your 
community of members of the Jewish 
faith. To many of these the Lord Jesus 
was an impostor, and the New Testa- 
ment is spurious. Therefore, they can- 
not be expected to co-operate in any 
effort to make the. community in which 
they live more Christian. Nor should 
Protestants desire to enlist their aid in 
such an effort, since, obviously, Jews 
cannot win others to One in whom they 
do not believe. 

There have been several efforts, in 
recent years, to promote what is called 
a better understanding between Cath- 
olics and Protestants and Jews, and there 
can be no doubt that a better under- 
standing between these three great re- 
ligious grovps is desirable. They can 
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and should co-operate,.in community 
affairs just as far as this is possible. 
But let us not be deceived into thinking 
that there is any common religious 
ground on which these three groups 
may meet. Their aims are diametrically 
opposite. To meet religiously on any 
common ground, one, or all, of the 
groups must sacrifice or submerge some 
of thg fundamental principles for which 
they stand. Whenever you find Catho- 
lics and Jews and Protestants getting 
together on matters of religion, you will 
usually find that it is the Protestants 
who have discarded some of the éardinal 
tenets of the Christian faith, as, for ex- 
ample, offering prayer, with a careful 
avoidance of the name of Christ, and 
the like. we 


Doubtless, you will find some in your 
community who profess no religious 
faith of any kind. Many of these will 
show little interest-in making the com- 
munity more Christian, but some of 
these may be won for Christ. Often 
they can be reached by way of the 
Sunday school through the children in 
the home. 

we 


Then you will doubtless find in your 
community a number of professing 
Christians, who'have, or have had, their 
names on some church record, but sel- 
dom attend. Among these you may find 


many who have never had a real ex- 


perience of salvation, and are thus Chris- 
tian in name only. Even among regu- 
lar church attendants you may find 
some who are in this class, and need 
Christ, and who need to know the Lord 
Jesus as their own personal Saviour. 


Finally, there are the real and sin- 
cere and earnest believers in the Lord 
Jesus Christ regardless of their particu- 
lar denominational label. It is this 
group alone that can truly band tegether 
to make your community more Christian. 


How, then, are you to go about this 
effort? As we saw last week, we do 
our best witnessing for Christ when we 
are linked with other believers in a 
Christian church. Our first step after 
receiving the Lord Jesus as our Saviour, 
is, therefore, to unite with some funda- 
mental Christian church. If there is 
none in your community, perhaps one 
ean be started. You do not have to have 
a preacher at first. A little group of 
believers meeting together regularly on 
the Lord’s Day to read and study the 

‘ Word, and to pray and sing together, 
can be the beginning of a true church. 

As we have seen in the earlier topics 
of this series, we can witness to others, 
‘one by one, as to what the Lord Jesus 
Christ has done for us, and what He 
means to us today. Paul saw himself, 


and ‘all true believers, as ambassadors 
for Christ (2 Cor. 5:20). 


An ambassador 
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is a fully qualified representative in 
an alien country to speak for his gov- 
ernment, and to represent that govern- 
nmient in all that he does and says. 

We can assist in the services of our 
particular church, in our young people’s 
group, in the Sunday school, and thus 
add our efforts and encouragement to 
our church’s united effort to win others 
for Christ. 

And last, ‘but not least, we can pray. 
How often do you remember to include 
your community in your daily prayer 
life? How often do you remember to 
pray for your next-door neighbor, or 
for the merchant from whom you pur- 
chase goods week after week? Ask God 
to show you the particular way jn which 
He wants you to make Him known in 
the very place in which you live.
